Gay Marriage Ban 

Senates 49-48 vote thwarts conservatives’ amendment bid 


WASHINGTON! The Senate rejected a consti- 
tutional amendment to ban gay marriage by a 
wide margin Wednesday, delivering a stinging 
defeat to President Bush and other Republicans 
who had hoped the issue would rally GOP vot- 
ers for the November elections. 

The senators’ vote was 49-48 to limit debate 
and bring the amendment to a yes-or-no deci- 
sion. That was 11 short of the 60 needed, killing 
the measure in the Senate for this year. 

President Bush suggested the ban was 
proper and its time would still come. “Our 


nation’s founders set a high bar for amending 
our Constitution and history has shown us 
that it can take several tries before an amend- 
ment builds the two -thirds support it needs 
in both houses of Congress,” he said. 

Democrats suggested it was all about con- 
servative politics. 

“Why is it when Republicans are all for 
reducing the federal government’s impact on 
people’s lives until it comes to these sting- 
ing litmus test issues, whether gay marriage 
or end of life, they suddenly want the fed- 


eral government to inter- 
vene?” asked Sen. Dianne 
Feinstein, D- Calif. “It 
makes no sense other than 
throwing red meat to a cer- 
tain constituency.” 

The 49 votes to keep 
the amendment alive were 
one more than the measure 
received the last time the Senate voted, in 
2004. Proponents had predicted the amend- 
ment would get at least a 51-vote majority in 
the 100 -member Senate with the gain of four 
Republican seats since then, laurie kellman (ap)

Congress Increases Tenfold 
FCC Fines For Indecency 

Congress gave notice to broad- 
casters Wednesday that they will 
pay dearly for crossing the line 
with offensive material like Janet 
Jackson’s 2004 Super Bowl “ward- 
robe malfunction,” passing legisla- 
tion that would multiply indecen- 
cy fines 10 times. The Broadcast 
Decency Enforcement Act heads 
to President Bush for his signature. 
The bill, which already passed the 
Senate, increases the top indecency 
fine the Federal Communications 
Commission can levy from $32,500 
to $325,000 per incident, (ap) 


Bush: Immigrants Must Assimilate 


President says foreign 
arrivals should adopt 
English, U.S. culture 

OMAHA, NEB. | New arrivals to this 
country must adopt American val- 
ues and learn English, President 
Bush said Wednesday, pushing 
anew for his proposal to overhaul 
immigration rules. 

To gain passage during this 
midterm election year. Bush must 
win over many in his own party 
who are opposed to provisions he 
demands besides stepped-up bor- 
der enforcement. Those provisions 


include providing a path to citizen- 
ship for many illegal immigrants 
and allowing additional work per- 
mits for foreigners. 

The president has taken sever- 
al tacks in recent weeks to bring 
around recalcitrant lawmakers, 
including repeated emphasis on 
his seriousness about tightening 
the border with more manpower 
and equipment and imposing stiff- 
er penalties on businesses that hire 
illegal immigrants. 

On Wednesday, aware that law- 
makers are hearing from constitu- 
ents alarmed by the added burden 
immigration sometimes places on

police, schools and hospitals. Bush 
touted the importance of assimi- 
lation — immigrants’ adoption of 
American culture. 

He chose to do so in a heartland 
state where the rising Hispanic pop- 
ulation is creating frustration, and 
influencing political races. 

“One aspect of making sure 
we have an immigration sys- 
tem that works, that’s orderly 
and fair, is to actively reach out 
and help people assimilate into 
our country,” Bush said. “That 
means to learn the values and his- 
tory and language of America.”

Guantanamo Detainee 
Recounts Koran Clash 


Statements eontradiet 
military’s aceount of 
fight involving guards 

GUANTANAMO BAY, CUBA | A 
Guantanamo Bay detainee who par- 
ticipated in a clash with U.S. mili- 
tary guards last month said it was 
sparked when guards tried to search 
prisoners’ Korans, contradicting the 
military’s account of the melee, his 
lawyer said Wednesday. 

The military, in its account soon 
after the clash occurred at the prison 
in southeast Cuba, said 10 prisoners 
used makeshift weapons to battle 10 


guards. It was one of the most vio- 
lent incidents at Guantanamo Bay, 
where the U.S. holds about 460 men 
on suspicion of links to al Qaeda and 
the Taliban. 

The detainee told his defense 
attorney the guards demanded pris- 
oners turn over their Korans so they 
could be searched for hoarded med- 
icine, which the military said had 
been used in two suicide attempts 
earlier in the day. 

One detainee offered to collect 
the Korans and search them in front 
of the guards, but the military guards 
refused and entered the cell block, 
setting off the fight, he said, (ap)

Bilbray s victory eases 
Republicans’ concerns 
over midterm elections 

WASHINGTON | Republicans breathed 
a $5 million sigh of reliefWednesday 
at Rep.-elect Brian Bilbray’s narrow 
victory in normally safe San Diego, 
an election that underscores the 
challenge facing Democrats even 
at a time of public dissatisfaction 
with President Bush. 

Then there was the impact on 
Bush’s call for immigration legis- 
lation that includes a guest worker 
program and a shot at citizenship for 
many of the 11 million in the country 
unlawfully. It was a minority posi- 
tion by far in San Diego. 

The city is hardly a barometer on 
the issue, given its proximity to the 
Mexican border. Still, it’s hard to see 
House Republicans, many of whom 
are already in rebellion on the issue, 
looking at Bilbray’s victory and con- 
cluding they should embrace Bush’s 
more compassionate view. 

The House race was the one that 
drew the most national attention, 
a costly campaign to replace Rep. 
Randy “Duke” Cunningham, now

in jail for bribe taking. 

The city is Republican; corrup- 
tion as well as Bilbray’s resume as 
lawmaker-turned-lobbyist encour- 
aged Democrats to make a play. The 
result was a race in which the GOP 
spent more than $4 million, their 
Democratic counterparts nearly 
$2 million. 

Bilbray’s victory left the 
Democrats’ magic number at 15 — 
the total they must gain in November 
to regain the majority, and prevent- 
ed a wave of panic through the GOP 
ranks that even Republicans con- 
ceded was likely if Francine Busby 
had prevailed, david espo (ap)

EU Nations 
Hit for CIA 
Collusion 

Report: 14 countries 
part of a ‘spiders web’ 
covering up prisons 

PARIS I Fourteen European nations 
colluded with U.S. intelligence in 
a “spider’s web” of human rights 
abuses to help the CIA spirit ter- 
ror suspects to illegal detention 
facilities, a European investigator 
said Wednesday. 

Swiss senator Dick Marty’s 
report to Europe’s top human 
rights body was thin on evidence 
but raises the possibility of a cover- 
up involving both friends and crit- 
ics of Washington’s war on terror. 
It says European governments “did 
not seem partic- 
ularly eager to 
establish” the 
facts. 

The 67-page 
report, addressed 
to the 46 Council 
of Europe mem- 
ber states, will 
likely be used by the rights watch- 
dog to pressure countries to inves- 
tigate their suspected role in U.S. 
rendition flights carrying terror 
suspects. 

In the strongest allegations so 
far, Marty said evidence suggests 
planes linked to the CIA carrying 
terror suspects stopped in Romania 
and Poland and likely dropped off 
detainees there, backing up earlier 
news reports that identified the two 
countries as possible sites of clan- 
destine detention centers. 

The United States did not 
respond directly to the report, but 
officials in Romania and Poland vig- 
orously denied the accusations. 

“This is slander and it’s not 
based on any facts,” Kazimierz 
Marcinkiewicz, Poland’s prime min- 
ister, told reporters in Warsaw. 

British Prime Minister Tony 
Blair also denied the collusion alle- 
gations and said Marty’s report con- 
tained no new evidence. “I have to 
say, the Council of Europe report 
has absolutely nothing new in it,” 
he told lawmakers, jan sliva (ap)

Iraq Frees 594 Prisoners 


Release eonsidered a 
part of PM’s efforts to 
unify fractured nation 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Hundreds of 
newly freed Iraqi prisoners kissed 
the ground after being dropped at 
bus stations Wednesday as Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki launched 
the largest such release since the 
U.S. -led invasion. 

Sunni Arab political leaders 
welcomed the initiative, which was 


intended to promote reconciliation 
in this fractured nation. But some 
expressed fear the releases would be 
offset by more arrests. There have 
been accusations that Sunnis have 
suffered arbitrary detentions and 
even torture at the hands of the 
Shiite-led government.“We want 
a real solution,” said Sunni legislator 
Mohammed al-Dayeni, calling for all 
detainees to be released. 

The government has promised 
to release a total of 2,000 detainees 
whose cases have been reviewed, in 


batches of about 500. The first 594 
were freed Wednesday from U.S.- 
and Iraqi-run prisons around the 
country, including Abu Ghraib. 

Al-Maliki has made security and 
reconciliation a priority of his new 
government. But he also has vowed to 
crack down on violence often blamed 
on the Sunni-led insurgency, and said 
the release plan excludes loyalists of 
ousted leader Saddam Hussein, as 
well as “terrorists whose hands are 
stained with the blood of the Iraqi

Major Concession Offered to Iran 


U.S. backs away from 
demanding prolonged 
nuclear moratorium 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I In a major con- 
cession, world powers are no longer 
demanding that Iran commit to a 
prolonged moratorium on uranium 
enrichment and are now asking only 
for a suspension during talks on its 
nuclear program, diplomats and 
officials said Wednesday. 

The proposal and a connected 
offer to allow continued uranium 
conversion are part of an effort to 


avoid a showdown over international 
concerns that the Iranians are try- 
ing to develop nuclear weapons. 

Backing off the previous stance 
on enrichment signals a possible 
readiness by the United States 
and key allies to accept some lim- 
ited form of enrichment by Iran, 
despite years of warnings from 
Washington that Tehran wanted 
such technology to make atomic 
warheads. 

Iran insists its nuclear program 
is intended only to produce power, 
arguing it needs enrichment tech- 
nology to produce fuel for atomic 


reactors that would generate elec- 
tricity. 

European Union foreign policy 
chief Javier Solana, who present- 
ed the offer to Iranian officials 
this week, said Wednesday that 
the issue of enrichment would 
have to be reassessed once talks 
were completed. 

“In principle . . . they will have to 
stop now, we will have to negotiate 
with no process of enrichment in 
place,” he told reporters in Germany. 
“After the finalization of the nego- 
tiations we will see what happens.”

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN 

250 Arrests Made After Riot 

More than 250 Afghans were arrest- 
ed after a riot in Kabul last week 
that killed about 20 people, the 
intelligence chief said Wednesday. 
A roadside bomb killed three 
Afghan troops, and the U.S. -led 
coalition confirmed the deaths of 
two American soldiers. Amrullah 
Saleh said that 141 Afghans remain 
in custody and that 52 have con- 
fessed to crimes committed during 
the May 29 riot, which was sparked 
by a deadly crash involving a U.S. 
military vehicle, (ap)

Annan; More Peacekeepers 
Are Needed in East Timor 

UN. Secretary- General Kofi Annan 
believes that U.N. peacekeepers 
must return to East Timor in large 
numbers to control a new outburst 
of violence in the tiny nation, a 
spokesman said Wednesday. Any 
new deployment will have to be 
approved by the U.N. Security 
Council, but Annan understands 
that the gradual reduction of the 
U.N. mission in East Timor over 
the last four years will have to be 
reversed, a spokesman said, (ap) 

DEWSBURY, ENGLAND 

2 Terror Suspects Arrested 

Police arrested two terror suspects 
— including a 16 -year- old — and 
were searching houses in the area, 
police said. The teenage boy was 
arrested Wednesday, sparking 
home searches in Dewsbury, about 
180 miles north of London. Police 
refused to comment on reports by the 
British Broadcasting Corp. that the 
arrests were connected to an alleged 
terrorist plot in Canada, (ap)

Big Science Find: 


The fossils of smaller 
species are discovered 
in northern Germany 

NEW YORK I Dwarf dinosaurs? It 
sounds like the old George Carlin 
joke about jumbo shrimp: two words 
that just don’t go together. 

But fossils from northern 
Germany have revealed a dino- 
saur that evolved into a dwarf, 
ending up only about one -third 
the size of its closest known rela- 
tives, scientists report. 

The four-legged plant- eater was 
no lap dog: It measured about 20 feet 


from its snout to the tip of its long tail 
and it weighed about a ton. 

But next to its close evolution- 
ary cousin Camarasaurus, a well- 
known beast that stretched some 59 
feet long, this guy was a runt. 

What happened? The research- 
ers say it’s a case of island dwarfism, 
the tendency of big species to shrink 
over time when they find themselves 
on an island. It’s well-known among 
mammals, as with fossil elephants 
only about 3 feet tall found in Sicily 
and elsewhere. 

The creature, dubbed 
Europasaurus holgeri, lived 154 
million years ago near what is now

the German town of Goslar. 

Scientists think that in an envi- 
ronment oflimited resources, smaller 
body size becomes an advantage, and 
so captive populations shrink in body 
size over long periods of time. 

The new creature is the best doc- 
umented case of island dwarfism 
among dinosaurs, said P. Martin 
Sander, a paleontologist at the 
University of Bonn in Germany and 
lead author of a report in Thursday’s 
issue of the journal Nature. 

Sander got his first look at 
the fossils in 2003 after an ama- 
teur bone -hunter found them in 
a quarry. Sander and other sci- 
entists initially thought they were 
from juvenile animals, but details 
of the bone structure showed they 
came from adults, (ap)

As deadline looms on 
Israel vote, a deal to 
ease tensions is reached 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I The 
Hamas-led government agreed 
Wednesday to withdraw its private 
militia from public areas of Gaza in 
an agreement with the rival Fatah 
movement aimed at halting weeks 
of bloody infighting. 

The deal, mediated by Egyptian 
diplomats, came amid a deeper dis- 
agreement over an ultimatum by 
President Mahmoud Abbas to 
recognize Israel or face a referen- 
dum on the idea. Abbas, who heads 
Fatah, has given the Islamic group 
until the weekend to respond. 

The black- clad Hamas militia 
has been at the center of a brewing 
power struggle. Hamas deployed 
the 3,000 -member force last month 
throughout Gaza, sparking violence 
that has claimed 16 lives. 

“They are going to be in places 
away from the public. They are not 
going to be visible to people,” gov- 


ernment spokesman Ghazi Hamad 
said after Wednesday’s meeting. 
Under the arrangement, the mili- 
tia is to be folded into the official 


Palestinian police force, he said. 

Senior officials from both sides, 
including Prime Minister Ismail 
Haniyeh of Hamas, joined the day- 


long talks. “We agreed on practical 
steps to guarantee the end of the 
bloodshed in Palestinian streets,” 
Hamad said, ibrahim barzak (ap) 


U.N.’s No. 2 
Takes Jab 
At the U.S. 

UNITED NATIONS I The United 
Nations’ No. 2 official accused the 
US. government of keeping Middle 
America in the dark about the world 
body’s good works, a rare direct crit- 
icism that drew an angry response 
Wednesday from Ambassador John 
Bolton. 

Bolton called Tuesday’s speech 
by Deputy Secretary- General Mark 
Malloch Brown a “very, very grave 
mistake” that could undermine 
Secretary- General Kofi Annan’s 
efforts to push through an ambi- 
tious agenda at the world body. 

In the speech, Malloch Brown 
said the United States relies on the 
United Nations as a diplomatic tool 
but doesn’t defend it against criticism 
at home, a policy of “stealth diploma- 
cy” that he called unsustainable. 

“The UN.’s role is in effect a secret 
in Middle America even as it is high- 
lighted in the Middle East and other 
parts of the world,” he said, (ap)

Stocks Continue 
Week-Long Drop 


Dow Jones falls below 
11,000 for the first 
time since early March 

NEW YORK I Stocks dropped 
Wednesday, extending investors’ 
losses for the third straight ses- 
sion and pushing the Dow Jones 
industrial average below 11,000 for 
the first time since March 9. 

The Dow has lost more than 316 
points this week; the selloff has also 
wiped out the Nasdaq composite 
index’s gains for the year and put 
the Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
less than 8 points away from its 
Dec. 31 close. 

With little economic data or 
corporate news to move stocks, 
traders were left to decide wheth- 


er the week’s tumble was a buy- 
ing opportunity or a harbinger of 
worse days ahead. Stocks spent 
most the day higher, but the 
advance-decline line was nar- 
row and the market turned neg- 
ative in late afternoon. 

Volume was light, as it has been 
all week, which some investors say 
is a sign of more losses to come. 

“When we have big down days on 
big volume, that’s a sign of capitu- 
lation,” said Chris Johnson, man- 
ager of quantitative analysis at 
Schaeffer’s Investment Research in 
Cincinnati. “Monday and Tuesday, 
we saw selling, but it wasn’t the type 
of volume we like to see for short 
term-buying opportunities. ... All 
the sellers aren’t out of this market

National Park Service 
starts charging to take 
shots at monuments 

WASHINGTON I Wedding parties and 
other groups hoping to commemo- 
rate their special event with a pho- 
tograph at the Lincoln Memorial, 
Washington Monument or other 
popular landmark on National 
Park Service land will have to pay 
for a permit. 


Under a new policy that began 
May 15, the Park Service is charg- 
ing $50 to $250 to groups that hire 
commercial photographers to snap 
pictures at some of the 390 monu- 
ments, parks and historic sites it 
oversees. The cost depends on the 
size of the group. 

The fees are being charged at 
some of the busiest Park Service 
sites in the Washington area and 
at the Grand Canyon in Arizona.

Titans Agree to Send 
McNair to Baltimore 


QB to get $11 million 
bonus from Ravens if 
he passses a physieal 

RAVENS I The Tennessee Titans 
ended their stalemate with quarter- 
back Steve McNair on Wednesday 
and traded the former MVP to 
the Baltimore Ravens pending a 
physical. 

“We have granted permission to 
Baltimore to give Steve McNair a 
physical, which we expect to take 
place in the next 24 hours,” the team 
said in a statement. 

“Upon passing a physical, final 
trade terms will be agreed upon.” 

The Ravens confirmed that 
McNair was scheduled to take a 
physical Wednesday, but the team 
said the results were not expect- 
ed to be available until Thursday 
morning. 

McNair, who turned 33 in 
February, was the winningest quar- 
terback in franchise history. In 11 
seasons, he went 81-59 and led them 
to their only Super Bowl in 2000. 
He and Peyton Manning shared the 
league’s MVP award in 2003. 

McNair won a grievance last 
week that allowed him to return

to the team’s headquarters and work 
out after being told he couldn’t on 
April 3. The Titans had been trying 
to renegotiate a cheaper salary for 
McNair to lower a $23.46 million 
salary cap hit.

Bus Cook, per- 
mission to talk with Baltimore on 
April 30 about a contract, and Cook 
worked out a five-year deal with an

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Howard Quickly 
Learns the Ropes 


Phillies first baseman 
was thrown in the fire 
last year ... and thrived 

NATIONALS | He’s a quick learner. 

Philadelphia first baseman Ryan 
Howard made a thunderous debut 
in the second half of 2005, belting 
22 home runs and walking away 
with the National League Rookie 
of the Year Award. 

The lumbering lefty’s superla- 
tive second half helped ease the 
disappointment of losing 2003 
signee Jim Thome, who clubbed 
89 homers in his first two seasons 
in Philadelphia before suffering an 
injury-filled 2005. 

While Thome (AL-best 20 hom- 
ers through Tuesday) has found 
new life with the reigning World 
Series champs in Chicago, Howard 
is already closing in on last year’s 
long-ball total. 

His sophomore campaign has 
been bolstered by his ability to 
hit left-handed pitching. He was 
hitting .303 against southpaws 
entering yesterday’s series finale 
at Arizona, a significant improve- 
ment from his .148 rookie perfor- 
mance against lefties. 

“He’s staying on the ball a bit 
better,” Phillies manager Charlie 
Manuel recently told MLB.com. 
“It’s all about taking what they give 
him and he’s been doing that, and 
not trying to do too much. He’s got 
so much strength that he can put it 
out [to the opposite field].” 

More than half of Howard’s 
homers this season have been hit 
the other way. 

One of those blasts was a three-

run homer against Nationals reliev- 
er Gary Majewski on May 29 that 
opened the floodgates for an 11-2 
Phillies victory. 

It was one of Howard’s two 
game -deciding hits against the 
Nationals this season — he also 
hit an RBI single in the bottom of 
the 10th to give Philadelphia a 7-6 
win on April 20. 

Though the young power hit- 
ter has six homers in 68 career at 
bats against Washington, his big 
cuts don’t always meet the ball. 
Howard has struck out 22 times 
against Nationals pitchers in his 
short career. 

After whiffing 100 times in 312 
at bats last season, he’s on pace to 
strike out more than 160 times in 
2006, a troubling number for any 
player, even one with a near-.300 
career average. 

Then again, maybe that’s the 
next bad habit Howard will set 
out to break. He is a quick learner.

Rooney Cleared to 
Rejoin Cup Team 


England must decide 
by Friday if striker will 
make the roster or not 

WORLD CUP I England striker Wayne 
Rooney was cleared to rejoin his 
country’s World Cup squad after 
having his broken right foot exam- 
ined, FIFA’s Web site reported 
Wednesday. 

Rooney boarded a flight to 
return to Germany on Wednesday 
evening after having scans on the 
foot, which he broke on April 29. 

There was no official confir- 
mation from either the English 
Football Association or his club, 
Manchester United, about the 
results of the scans on his meta- 
tarsal bone which took place at 
an exclusive hospital. But the 20- 
year-old striker was all smiles as he 
left the hospital, the British Press 
Association reported. 

Rooney was accompanied by 
England team doctor Leif Sward 
and Football Association executive 
director David Davies. 

A handful of fans chanted 
Rooney’s name and “England! 
England!” as his silver van was 
driven through the hospital gates. 

Manchester United team doc- 
tor Tony Gill and physiotherapist 
Rob Swire were scheduled to join 
Rooney at the hospital.

polo shirt and sweat pants, left the 
hospital 15 minutes later after the 
scan. Without making any com- 
ment, he got into a silver Mercedes 
and was driven to an undisclosed 
location to await test results. 

England has until Friday to 
determine if Rooney should stay 
on the squad or be replaced by 
Jermain Defoe. 

It is not known when — or if — 
Rooney will return to England’s 
World Cup base near Baden-Baden, 
a spa town in southern Germany. 
The results of the scan may not be 
known until Thursday, (ap)

Judson Laipply gets 
his 15 minutes with 
‘Evolution of Dance’ 

Judson Laipply isn’t afraid to bust 
a move. 

Laipply, a 30 -year-old come- 
dian and motivational speaker 
from Cleveland, is — as he puts 
it — that Guy at the wedding “out 
there dancing with everybody and 
having fun.” 

Now, he’s cutting a rug as the It 
Boy of the Internet. 

Laipply’s video clip, “Evolution of 
Dance,” taped at one of his speaking 
engagements, has been viewed more 
than 18 million times on the video 
Web site YouTube since April. In 
the clip, his combination of a nerdy- 
guy persona and his hot dance steps 
— he covers everything from Elvis’s 
1950’s hip-bopping to today’s flashy 
hip-hop moves — makes for a hilari- 
ous six minutes. 

As a self- described “inspira- 
tional comedian,” Laipply blends 
motivational speaking with com- 
edy to “No. 1, make them laugh; 
No. 2, make them think.” Four 
years ago, he began closing many 
of his appearances at colleges, high 


schools and corporations with the 
unusual dance medley, which 
became a crowd favorite. 

“I sat down one day and mixed 
some music, and came up” with 
the original version of the dance, 
he told The Associated Press in a 
recent interview. “I went out and 
did it once, and it went over really 
well, and I thought, ‘This is hilari- 
ous.’” 

After friends asked him to post a 
clip of it onto his Myspace.com page, 
Laipply obliged, also uploading it 
onto YouTube.com, which allows 
users to post videos for sharing. 
It now holds the record as that 
site’s most-viewed video ever. In 
the video, Laipply — sporting a 
bright “Orange Crush” T-shirt 
tucked into blue jeans — gyrates 
to Elvis’ “Hound Dog,” dusts off 
the stiff-limbed robot routine for 
Styx’s “Mr. Roboto” and shimmies 
to MC Hammer’s “U Can’t Touch 
This.” He shakes his rump to Sir 
Mix-A-Lot’s “Baby Got Back” and 
snakes his neck to the Bangles’ 
“Walk Like an Egyptian.” 

For now, he’s enjoying all the 
adulation, but said he has “zero 
expectations” for his career and 
doesn’t count on overnight becom- 
ing a celebrity speaker — say, like 
self-help guru Tony Robbins. 

“Anything that comes out of this 
to me is a bonus, and I will appre- 
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date it and take it for all that’s it’s 
worth,” he said. “I’m not saying I 
won’t try to use it to my advan- 
tage, but I don’t have the expecta- 
tion that I’m going to turn it into 
something else.” 

He is, however, working on a 
new video, “Evolution of Dance 
Revisited,” which he plans to 
release in the next few months. 


“The Hustle will be in there, the 
Cha-Cha Slide, the Electric Slide, 
perhaps a few more (music-video) 
dances like, ‘Hey Mickey,’ ‘Maniac’ 
or Men Without Hats’ ‘[The] Safety 
Dance,”’ he said. 

Laipply’s schtick not only has 
attracted a cross-generational 
audience, it has reconnected him 
with buddies from his past. 


“The neatest thing is that a lot 
of long-lost friends have appeared 
because they’re watching this video, 
and they’re going, ‘Oh my god, this 
is Jud! I went to high school with

Powell’s stays true to 
independent roots in 
battle with big chains 

Powell’s Books’ flagship store in 
Portland, Ore., is so large, visitors 
get a map at the door. Not that some 
people would ever want to find their 
way back out. 

Visitors wander through the ware- 
house-sized store, which sprawls 
across an entire city block. They loll 
in a room dedicated to the arts, wan- 
der a few aisles on metaphysics and 
browse shelves of nautical fiction. 

Powell’s is one of the nation’s 
largest independent booksellers, 
offering 4.5 million new, used, 
rare and out-of-print books. It 
competes with the likes of Barnes 
& Noble, Borders andAmazon.com. 
But unlike many of its independent 
bookstore brethren, Powell’s sur- 
vives and thrives. 

“Powell’s is viewed as one of

the pre-eminent bookshops in the 
world,” said Mitchell Kaplan, presi- 
dent of the American Booksellers 
Association. “No one has done it the 
way Powell’s has done it.” 

And no one but a Powell will 
continue to do it. Founder Michael 
Powell, 65, recently announced he 
is handing the business over to 
his 27-year- old daughter Emily 
— renewing the commitment to 
keep Powell’s an independent, 
family-run endeavor. 

The challenge for the bookstore’s 
second generation, industry experts 
say, is to continue the innovation 
that made it a quirky leader among 
corporate competitors. 


Michael Powell was a graduate 
student in Chicago when he started 
his first bookstore in 1970, with the 
encouragement offnends and profes- 
sors, including novelist Saul Bellow. 


His father started the Portland store 
after visiting his son for the sum- 
mer. When Michael joined his father 
in 1979, he moved the business to 
a larger location. And he decided 



to sell new and used books on the 
same shelf — an unheard of move 
that paid off 

Powell’s grew from one store 
to six, expanded its main store 
and launched an online business 
in 1994, just before Amazon.com. 
Online sales now make up about 
one -third of the company’s reve- 
nue. “It’s not enough to love books,” 
Michael Powell said. “You have to 
love the business of it.” 

In recent years, used books have 
been a fast-growing segment of the 
bookselling business, according to 
a study by Book Industry Study 
Group. InfoTrends estimates that 
total used-book revenue exceeded 
$2.2 billion in 2004 and 111 million 
used books were sold, an increase 
of 11 percent from 2003. 

Powell’s has staff who scour 
the globe for the best used books 
and even go on road tours to hold 
weekend used-book buying events 
around the country. The result is 
an inventory that could provide a 
book to each of the Portland area’s 
2 million or so residents and still 
have 60 percent of its stock. 

“The conflict is that inventory for 
the longest time has been dictated 
by a store’s size,” Emily Powell said. 
“You walk into a Borders or a Barnes 
& Noble . . . what is there is what you 
get. . . . You and I were led to believe 
our tastes needed to fit within that 
realm as well.” sarah skidmore

the under- 40 crowd, a demographic that Mr.

Ex-Phish singer on 
faith, the end of his 
band and Tom Petty 

MUSIC I Burlington, Vermont’s Phish 
was a massive band with a string of 
gold albums and fans known for fol- 
lowing the rock group’s tours around 
the country. After fronting the pro- 
gressive, improvisational quartet for 
more than 20 years. Trey Anastasio 
walked away in ’04. 

Anastasio’s first post-Phish solo 
record, “Shine,” shows him adept- 
ly exploring the joys of straightfor- 
ward, jam-free pop-rock. Express 
got the guitar hero on the phone 
earlier this week. 

What did Phish argue about? 

We didn’t argue much until the last 
five years. It did turn into a lot of 
yelling and it was mostly about the 
complexities of running a big corpo- 
ration of sorts. Personnel issues — 
you have zillions of people working 
for you, you don’t even know what 
they do. Like, “What do you do?” 
“I don’t know, I guess get a sal- 
ary.” 

We did argue at the end and it 
was sad. We got along pretty well 
and still do. 

Did Phish ever stop practicing? 

Yeah. The last few years it was 
hard to practice because we’d been 
playing for over 20 years and the 
dynamic, based on the hugeness of 
the organization, had gotten out of 
control. Our social scene had gotten 
giant. It was hard for us to escape 
it and get time together. 

So we weren’t practicing much 
at the end. I still think there were 
some good shows, though. 

Did you get turned off by the scene 
in the parking lot before shows? 

Yes, in the sense the lot scene was 
backstage. It corresponded — I

knew ’cause I have friends that 
were out there. What started off as 
a cool healthy party changed and I 
was part of it. I started feeling like 
I was advertising negativity. 

In recent interviews you’ve 
touched on your faith. Could you go 
into that a little more? 

Well, I was losing it, without really 
knowing I had it. I started to get 
depressed and disconnected from 
people. That led to a lot of the 
changes in the last couple years. 
At that point, you start searching 
for spirituality. Can’t say I’m going to 
church or anything, but I’m looking 
for simplicity and spirituality. 

I kept listening to people other 
than my heart and it’s a danger- 
ous thing to do, ’cause you can get 
pulled like taffy. Maybe the spir- 
ituality is trying to listen to your 
inner voice. 

How many times a day do you get 
recognized on the street? 

Probably six or seven times. People 
are usually pretty nice. It’s not a big 
deal.

Are youapothead? 

No [laughs] . I’m a gym-head at this 
point. I couldn’t get up and bring 
my kids to school if I was a pothead. 
Plus, they’d know. They’re too old 


now; they’d bust me. 

Is it important to you open for Tom 
Petty? 

Very important — he was on a 
songwriting tear for about 10 
years. His songs kept getting sim- 
pler and more powerful. My plan 
is to study him. I’m interested in 
impact with less. 

“Shine,” your first post-Phish solo 
record, is a move toward simplicity. 

Yeah. I’m really interested in playing 
music where it’s all about emotion 
and honesty. That’s the only thing 
that matters. 


As you get older, all you want 
to convey is the feeling inside you. 
That’s what I was saying about 
all the other voices and the giant 
guest-list and the organization — 
it’s all voices other than your own 
and it takes you away from mak- 
ing that heart connection with 
the person listening, which is the 
only thing that’s important, ’cause 
it saves people if you can do it.

The Hirshhorn hosts

FILM I When it comes to keeping 
its garde up, the Hirshhorn usually 
does what it avants. But once the sun 
turns the Mall into the nation’s tour- 
ist-broiler, the ’horn puts its hair 
up, throws a cool cloth across its 
neck and invites the crowds in for 
a little “Summer Camp.” 

This year, the B -movie mini-fes- 
tival goes in for creature features of 
the insectoid variety. Four out of 
the next five Thursdays (“Pest Fest” 
skips June 22), local film scholar 
David Wilt introduces sci-fi/horror 
flicks made between the mid- ’50s 
and the early ’60s.

they both benefited from the stu- 
dios’ insistence that the stars shine 
brighter than the makeup, the mod- 
elwork or, in the case of the latter 
picture, the flamethrowers used to 
incinerate the giant ants. 

“The earlier movies ... tend to 
be more character- driven. They 
were made by big studios, they 
have familiar people in them and 
they don’t rely on the special effects,” 
Wilt said. “Now you can see a film 
like ‘Van Helsing,’ and I don’t even 
remember who was in it.” 

Still, things will get cheesy with 
the June 29 showing of “Mothra,” 
an English- dubbed Toho produc- 


tion featuring “a nice monster” 
that is your screen door’s (or your 
woolen sweater’s) worst nightmare. 
When the series wraps July 6 with 
“Beginning of the End,” today’s CGI 
addicts should be prepared for what 
Wilt calls “the lowest extreme of 
special effects.”

Sonya Kitchell writes 
coffeehouse pop 
inspired by the greats 

M U S I C I Right now, Sonya Kitchell is 
that “it” teenager, whose full-length 
debut, “Words Came Back to Me,” 
is racking up rave reviews. 

The disc hit the streets two 
months ago, but more important- 
ly, it was placed in kiosks at vari- 
ous Starbucks shops. So it’s difficult 
to not look at some of the hoopla 
behind “Words Came Back to Me” 
as just savvy marketing. 

Thing is, though, Kitchell does 
deliver an agreeable batch of cof- 
feehouse pop. At times, she wears 
influences such as Joni Mitchell, 
Carole King and Al Green too read- 
ily on her sleeve. To be sure, there 
isn’t a note, sigh or theme that hasn’t 
been covered over and over, but this 
17-year- old is keen enough to emu- 
late the best songwriters. And in her 
singing, Kitchell excels at convey- 
ing both wide-eyed optimism and 
world weariness. 

One ofher songs that best captures 
that balancing act doesn’t appear on 
“Words Came Back to Me.” 

During the Sept. 11, 2001, ter- 
rorist attacks on the U.S., she was 


attending the Hilltown Cooperative 
Charter School in Haydenville, 
Mass. Her bucolic surrounding 
was far removed from the dread 
of New York, Washington, D.C., 
or Boston, where two of the sui- 
cide planes took off. 

“I just remember being really 
struck by how much was going on 
outside of where I was,” Kitchell 
said. “My life was for the most part 
normal. But outside my immediate 
world, there was this huge disaster 
going on.” Kitchell wanted to offer 
something positive to the situation. 
She wrote “If I Cried.” “That was 
the only consolation that I felt that 
I could give,” she said. 

Perhaps this Saturday at the 
Birchmere, she’ll perform that 
comforting song. A self- described 
voracious writer, Kitchell said she’s 
ready to record her second album, 
and that her songcraft is progress- 
ing beyond her influences. 

“Working with my band is a ... 
part of my progression. We’ve got- 
ten really tight,” she said. “[My] next 
album will probably have a more 
unified sound.” johnmurph

Pop Goes 
The Bard 


‘Love’s Labour Lost’ 
swings into India in 
the spiritual Sixties 

STAGE I Shakespeare Theatre Com- 
pany Artistic Director Michael 
Kahn looked to the east for his 
staging of a swinging, multi- culti, 
music-filled version of “Love’s 
Labour Lost.” Kahn discussed his 
inspirations in updating the roman- 
tic comedy. 

How did you choose the milieu? 

There was a lot of speculation about 
the play when it was written, that 
it was about a group of fashion- 
able young men around the Earl 
of Southampton’s court. It was a 
satire on these academic and spiri- 
tual retreats. I looked for a modern 
parallel to that. Certainly one of the 
most pertinent parallels was during 
the ’60s, everyone went over to India 
to study with a maharishi. There 
are these three young men who visit 
with the King of Navarre, so I made 
them a successful rock group. It’s 
sort of like a little ashram. 

Is the folly of isolation a main theme? 

The play also deals with how strong 
women are, how powerful they are. 
The women arrive and basically con- 
quer the boys’ decision to go on a 
retreat. So that was something 
about the ’60s too, as women dis- 
covered their power and indepen- 


dence, and men were discovering 
their softer sides. 

How did you cast it? 

I knew that there were a lot of inter- 
esting Indian-American actors in 
New York, so I thought if I could 
find some really good actors of 
Indian descent, that could work. 
What I didn’t know is if the men I 
hired to be in the band could play. 

Do they play music onstage? 

Oh they do, they do. And then we 
also have Indian instruments, and 
it turned out that all the Indian- 
American actors were willing to 
play certain instruments, so we have 
quite a lot of music in the show. 

It seems kind of harmless now, but 
it was really exotic then. And stars 
are still doing the equivalent. 

Yes, and you can make fun of it now. 
I didn’t want to show Madonna 
going to kabbalah classes. 

Did you cut much? 

I did very little cutting, just a 
couple of things that finally were 
just too obscure. It’s a play about 
language, too, so I decided to do 
it in the language. It’s nice to see 
450 -year-old lines get a laugh.

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Troubled actor Nick 
Nolte is back and 
more visible than ever 

HARD AT WORK I Nick Noltc is 
happy to report that he is recuper- 
ating nicely from knee replacement 
surgery. The actor is pleased with 
his speedy recovery because he has 
three new films to promote. 

In the animated “Over the 
Hedge,” Nolte provides the voice 
of a grizzly bear named Vincent. 
In “Peaceful Warrior,” he stars as 
a mysterious spiritual guide to 
a promising but unfocused col- 


lege gymnast. In “Love Stories of 
Paris,” he plays an American celeb- 
rity living in Paris and is one of the 
few actors in the film who speaks 
English. 

Nolte, whose personal foibles 
— most memorably a 2002 DUI 
arrest — have at times over- 
shadowed his spectacular work, 
appears to be on a career upswing. 
Concentrating his recent efforts 
on independent projects like 
“The Good Thief,” “Northfork” 
and “Hotel Rwanda,” the burly 
actor has managed to remind 
moviegoers of his equally sizable 
talent and versatility. 


“I’ve exorcised some demons,” 
he said. “They’re gone.” 

He is particularly proud of 
“Peaceful Warrior,” the Victor 
Salva- directed drama based on the 
popular Dan Millman novel, “Way 
of the Peaceful Warrior.” Millman 
is a college coach, a former world- 


class gymnast and a noted author 
of self-help books infused with 
Eastern philosophy and martial 
arts technique. 

Millman’s premise is to have a 
peaceful heart and a warrior spirit 
through the development of inner 
strength and wisdom. 


Back when “Peaceful Warrior” 
first became an international best 
seller, producers approached Nolte 
about playing the part of Dan, the 
college gymnast who embarks on a 
spiritual journey. Dan is guided by 
Socrates, a mysterious philosophiz- 
ing service- station attendant who 
advises him on new ways of looking 
at himself and the world. 

That earlier project never took 
flight but 25 years later, the mid- 
dle-aged actor was suited to play 
the elder guide to the gifted but 
spiritually empty pupil (Scott 
Mechlowicz of “Neverland” and 
H “Mean Creek”). 

g Nolte says that while the book 
^ was published 25 years ago, its mes- 
sage of finding inner peace remains 
relevant. “It’s another way to look 
at life rather than [feeling like] I’ve 
got to get out there and become 
somebody,” he says. “You already 
are somebody. You may never find 
that material fulfillment, but it 
may exist inside. Love definitely

Latin jazz pianist 
Eddie Palmieri throws 
everything in the mix 

MUSIC I For Eddie Palmieri, Latin 
jazz — commonly known for its 
improvisational bristle and grip- 
ping syncopation — is becoming 
more “jazz-Latin,” in which the 
polyrhythmic fire takes backseat 
to the near-telepathic interplay 
associated with modern bop. 

“We always played music 
that people could dance to,” said 
Palmieri, “with a rhythm section 
consisting of congas, timbales and 
bongos. Now, a lot of newer art- 
ists could care less if the music is 
danceable.” 

Ironically, Palmieri himself 


was once considered a Latin-jazz 
renegade. As piano virtuoso who 
cites Thelonious Monk and McCoy 
Tyner as some of his most signif- 
icant influences, his playing can 
sound decidedly avant-garde. Some 
early material saw him incorporat- 
ing everything from psychedalica 
to sacred Caribbean music. 

During New York salsa’s halcyon 
years of the ’70s, Palmieri released 
a string of progressive albums, 
some of which were on the influ- 
ential label Fania Records. A batch 
of Fania LPs have recently have 
been re-mastered and reissued, 
including his classic, “Vamonos 
Pa’l Monte.” 

While Fania Records played 
huge role in popularizing salsa and 
Latin jazz in the U.S., becoming the 


Motown for those idioms, Palmieri 
is a bit embittered. As with many 
other great record companies, a lot 
of Fania Records artists got shaft- 
ed financially. “[Fania’s] business 
side wasn’t the best,” he said.“The 
label still owes me money and so 
far, from the reissues, there are still 
some unresolved issues.” 

But these questionable business 
practices didn’t hinder Palmieri ’s 
ascension. He continues to release 
fantastic discs, including last 
year’s “Listen Here” and 2002’s 
“La Perfecta 11.” 

Throughout his six- day resi- 
dency at Blues Alley he’ll front 
his sizzling ensemble, featur- 
ing exemplary players including 
trombonist Conrad Herwig, sax- 
ophonist Craig Handy and trum- 



peter Brian Lynch. 

Considering his 
enormous discogra- 
phy, Palmieri has 
plenty of tunes to 
pull from, and 
no matter how j 
adventurous 
the music 
may get, you 
can bet that 
those brac- 
ing grooves 
will be 
fully intact.

Mark Oliver Everett 
draws on bad times 
to make good music 

MUSIC I It’s a tough time to be a 
musical melancholiac, what with 
chirpy little bluebirds like Daniel 
Powter gussying up the airwaves. 
So you had a bad day? Not as bad 
as Mark Oliver Everett, who goes 
by the single letter E and records 
under the name Eels. 


Though E made his name (so 
to speak) with the 1996 hit album, 
“Beautiful Freak,” his downer rep was 
cemented by the follow-up, “Electro - 
Shock Blues.” An album about the 
grim deaths of one’s parents (cancer) 
and sister (suicide) will do that. 

Critics, of course, love a downer. 
As do people who suffer through 
deaths and breakups and plain ol’ 
bad days. That covers just about 
everyone in the world — even D. 
Powter. So last year Eels released 


a 33 -song double CD, “Blinking 
Lights and Other Revelations,” to 
try to bum out everyone. 

Evidently it failed, as the record 
included songs that might be mis- 
taken for optimistic, or even funny. 
(“I’m Going to Stop Pretending That 
I Didn’t Break Your Heart” — best 
song title ever?) Perhaps that could 
be blamed on sunny, optimistic 
guests like Tom Waits and Peter 
Buck. Okay, maybe not. It must 
be the strings, brass and bells that 


adorn E’s pop hooks. Because how 
could violins sound sad? 

Okay, okay, maybe E took 
Powter’s advice. ’Cause he had a 
bad day, he’s taking one down, 
he sings a sad song just to turn it 
around. And then he kicks the liv- 
ing snot out of that irritating Powter
